little office building and 'two great ce- 
ment foundations where the smoke- 
stacks for the new 'mills are to stand, 
piles on piles of boiler Iron; these are 
all that exist of the new town but bit

The plan of abandoning Spreckels- 


ville and moving all of it that is worth 
moving to the new' site is one of the pet 
schemes of Manager W. J, 
Lowrie. 


With the growth of the plantation the 
unsultableness of Spreckelsvllle. as & 
site for the mills and the center of ac- 
tivities of the plantation has long been 
apparent. It Is situated at almost the 
north-eastern extremity of the planta- ' 
tion. To get the cane to tbe mill from 
tbe fields on the Kihel side of the lslana 
was a haul of ten miles or near It, And 
then there Is the wind. For eight o» 
nine months in the year the trade winds 
blow across the neck of land which 
joins Haleakala crater and Lahatna 
crater constantly fr^m the northeast. 
It Is at the northeasterly extremity of 
this neck of land that Spreckelsvttle 
stands, and to haul the cane against 
those sweeping winds all the way in. the 
face of the fierce gales became a matter 
that' was no joke. A little 
two-foot 


gauge railroad runs all through tbe 
plantation, and there are nearly a hun- 
dred miles of If altogether. TJhe englnee 
•were stout little things, wheels close to- 
gether like a broncho about to Jump, 
and only too often when hauling a load 
of cars around a curve In the teeth of 
the wind the breeze would catch a car 
and overturn.lt bodily, and one byJone, 
like a row of dominoes, the cars would 
go over and half the train would be 
ditched before the crew ' could do a 
thing but look out for themselves. Be- 
sides that ^preckelsvllle was over five 
miles from Kahulul, the port whence 
came all supplies and whither the fin- 
ished sugar was sent for shipment. 


So all things considered It was decid- 


ed by tbe directors some little time ago 
to "move the whole headquarters from 
Spreckelsvllle to the site selected by 
Mr. L'oxvrie as the most available for' 
the mills and offices. The new site Is 
practically In the center of the planta- 
tion. Tbe haul from the slopes of Ha- 
leakala is all down hill, from Klhel It 
is a level straightaway stretch about 
five miles In all, from Spreckelsvllle Jt 
is five miles or more with the wind, at 
the back, to Kabulul it Is less than a 
'mile and all down hill. 
' It Is likely that most of the present 
mill will not be moved from tbe present 
site. Much of the machinery is nearijr 
twenty years of age and out of date, 
and it will be replaced by nejv and up 
to date works, 
some of tbe £*wer 


parts will be sent over to the other tfte, 
tbe Immense engines for Instance, Bat 
the new mill will in reality be a new 
mill and its capacity will far exceed 
that of the present one. With the min 
will go the central offices and the (tore 
and/ warehouses and blacksmith and 
repair shops. All that will remain of 
Spreckelsvllle will be the manager'a 
residence and those of some of the oth- 
er higher officers, the row of laborers' 
cottages In the rear known as "Camp 
One," and 4he stables. When the new 
site becomes less a barren wilderness 
than at present It Is likely that all these 
will be also removed and Spreckelsvtlle 
will be In very truth a deserted Tillage. 


Besides the removal of the headquar- 


ters and the erection of the new mill 
Manager Lowrie has 
another large 


scheme on foot— the widening of the 
gauge of the plantation railway. At 
present the small track is entirely In- 
adequate for the needs of the planta- 
tion. The gauge of the Kabul ui road 
Is three feet and up to a short time age 
all the plantation supplies that went 
beyond Spreckelsville had to be trans- 
shipped from the Kahului road to that 
of the plantation at a large additional 
cost. But for some time past the work 
of widening the gauge has been going 
on and a few more months will see the 
last mile of narrow track removed and 
the wider gauge with heavy rails run- 
ning throughout the plantation. Al- 
ready several miles of track have been 
laid and It is possible to go to the far- 
ther limits of the plantation at the KJ- 
hel boundary on the new track. Tbe 
work Is proceeding rapidly under the 
direction of Superintendent Adams and 
will soon be completed. 


Still another projected Improvement 


Is the substitution of electric power 
for steam power. At Kailua where the 
Lowrie and Haiku ditches have thetr 
heads there Is splendid water pbwe* 
that needs only to be harnessed to fur- 
nish all that would be necessary to run 
the mills and even to' draw the loaded 
cane cars here and there over the plan- 
tation. Up in famous lao Valley to tbe 
westward, the Hawaiian Commercial 
and Sugar Company owns water rights 
that would enable them to build powe> 
houses and develop, power fpr the plan- 
tation. The two places wotild together 
furnish all tbe power that the planta- 
tion would need for all purposes anfl 
would as well give electric lights to aD 
that section of Maul, Walluku, Walk*- 
pu, Kahului and Spreckelsvllle. Menra. 
Orimwood, the engineers, are now on 
Maul for the purpose of figuring on UK 
proposed new electrical plants and It Id 
quite likely that one or the other ti 
them will be built within the next ycai 
or so.

"Doubtful political 
methods," Is said advisedly, because when 
Senator Clark "of Montana secretly sent 
his resignation to the lieutenant governor 
of his state for the express purpofiE of 
forestalling the appointment of his suc- 
cessor, his action was all but universally 
reprobated. But where' Is the dlffprence 
between the action of Senator Clark and 
that of Judges SUllman and Humphreys? 
except that Clark was engaged in a pure- 
ly political game, openly fighting onen 
enemies, while the Judges are covertly 
taking advantage of their Judicial posi- 
tion as against a community not aware 
that they are engaged In political schem- 
ing.

Mr. Jamie 
eon is one of the best known authorities 
on Chinese affairs and has made a stud} 
of the finances or the empire which baa 
supplied the materials for most that has 
been recently written on that subject. He 
returns to.China as the representative o 
the Peking syndicate, which has receivet 
important mining and railroad conces- 
sions In the province of Shan SI, and he 
has consequently an immediate intcres 
in the settlement of the present troubles 
and in the political and material future 
of the empire. Mr. Jamleson is also one 
of the founders and an honorary secre- 
tary of the China League, an organiza- 
tion recently formed In London for the 
purpose of supplementing the work of the 
China Association by educating the public 
mind of the United Kingdom In regarc 
to the magnitude of the commercial and 
otter Interests dependent upon the pos- 
session of the open door In China. 
Speaking of the work of the league Mr. 
Jamleson said: 


"Its purposes are similar to those of 
your American-Asiatic Association, with 
which I hope it may establish close and 
friendly relations. Lifce those "here who 
know anything about this subject we are 
impressed with the importance of China 
as an open market for our manufactur- 
ers and with the Immense possibilities 
which that country possesses as a legiti- 
mate field for buslnes* enterprises. We 
think we have some reason to take ex- 
ception to the lack of a definite line of 
policy on the part of our Government in 
its dealings with China, but we recognize 
the fact that the absence of a strong, 
popular sentiment on the subject may be 
held to excuse much of the hesitancy 
which has been apparent in English dip- 
lomatic action. Mr. Hay very properly 
Insisted, in his, communications to foreign 
governments a year ago, that a reform 
of the administrative system of China was 
absolutely bound up with the preserva- 
tion ot the integrity of tee empire.

Leeward Coast. 


Reports from Hawalj say that a rail- 


road Is projected from Kau to Kohala 
all along the leeward side of the Island.

Kealakekua Bay. and thence through 
North Kona and South Kohala-to Wal- 
mea, there to Join the proposed Hllo-
